To Cut Tax 


Robert C. Beadle, president 
of the Morrisville School Board, 
announced today that a 
de­ 
crease in the millage for school 
taxes is expected with the adop­ 
tion of the budget for the 1965- 
66 s’chool year. 


Beadle said the real estate 
tax rate will drop two mills, 
from 63 to 61, due to an ex­ 
pected surplus of $124,000 and 
an increase in real estate as­ 
sessments in the borough. 
Beadle said one mill of tax 
rate will be worth 
$11,173.80 
this year, as compared to $10,- 
736.67, last year. 


The new budget, tentatively 
adopted last month, calls for 
an increase of $52,399 over las! 
year’s budget to a total of $1,- 
088,466 this year. 


The school board is expect­ 
ed to adopt the new budget at 
a special meeting May 24, at 
Summerseat, the school board’s 
meeting place. 
Beadle praised the conserva­ 
tive financial management of 
Dr. Paul Phillips, superinten­ 
dent of schools, as being re­ 
sponsible for the expected de­ 
crease.
